The important failure of the day was that of 
Henry Allen &Co, This house has had great 
prominence. Its business has been yast. Its 
capital and ite credit have been exceptionally 
large. « Among its customers have figured not 
less than a score of New York and Chicago 
millionaires. Out-of-town branches have 
been established in nearly every important 
city between Chicago and New York. 
One result of the phenomenal prosper- 
ity of the house was the engendering 
of jealousies by rivals. In an ordinary mar- 
ket envy can cut but a smail figure in shaping 
stock market courses, but in‘a market such 
as has lately prevailed, where no innuendo is 
so vague or so ridiculous as to be harmless, 
petty spite can become a factor. Whispers 
can inspire raids. It has been maya day 
since Wall ssreet has known the nervousness 
which now prevails, and this has been the chief 
factor in bringing: about the smash-up which 
today led to the suspension—it will be only a 
temporary suspension—of Henry Alen & Co. 

Vonspicuous among. Mr. Allen’s customers 
have been -magnates of. the cordage trust, 
These gentlemen are credited with having en- 
gaged in extensive speculation, not only in 
the securities of their own company, but in 
the general list. The street believed them to 
be making big profits. It has been estimated 
that two of the cordage insiders divided $250,- 
(00 made out of the docline in whisky trust 
stock. I¢ was in Mr, Allen’s office that that 
campaign was made. In his office also was 
carried on the deal. which upset the plans of 
the sugar trust pool, and broke sugar trust 
stock from above 130 down under par. But

They were able to so shape the stock 
market that new securities—being twice the 
volume of the original capitalization—sold in 
the market at prices as high or higher than 
the original stock-was.able to command when 
first it was introduced to the street.

When 
Vasquez wars asked what he proposed to do iu 
regard to Nicaragua he said he proposed soon 
to take breakfast at Laon and dine at'Mana- 
gua. During the revolution in Honduras Nic- 
aragua opealy aided Bonilla, and itiis more 
than likely, judging from the threat made by 
Vasquez, that he will soon declare war against 
Nicaragua. Communication has mn re. 
opened with Amapala and the interior. The 
news of the success of Gen Vasquez is the first 
direct information brought from Honduras in 
several months.

STOP THE RESTAURANT EXTORTIONS. 

The exposure made by Tuz Taursuxe yester- 
day of the extortions practiced by certain res- 
taurateurs inside the Fair limits, particularly 
by the managers of the French restaurant in 
the Liberal Arts Building and by those of the 
White Horse Inn, should command the in- 
stant attention of the officials of the Fair. 
This kind of public robbery should be nipped 
in the bud. Notice should be served upon 
these and every other restaurant upon the 
grounds engaged in this disgraceful business 
that it must be stopped. If itis not stopped 
then their privileges should be revoked. Every 
restaurantkeeper on the grounds who is treat- 
ing his patrons fairly should also join in an 
emphatic protest against the conduct of these 
rapacious parties, tor if it is continued they 
themselves must suffer loss. If it once becomes 
known that people are heavily overcharged 
and swindled the public will boycott all the 
restaurants and visitors to the Fair will pro- 
tect themselves by taking their lunches with 
them or by purchasing enough outside the 
gates to stay théir appetite durmmg the day. 

Theexcuse made by certain of the proprie- 
tors that the imposition is due to the dishon- 
esty of waiters is a flimsy one. Even if it be 
eorrect it is no excuse, for they are responsi- 
ole for the actions of their waiters. I[tis their 
duty to provide their guests with a complete 
bill of fare with the price of each and every 
article plainly marked upon it, and there 
should be no extras and no variation from the 
prices. If the visitér after consultimg the 
menu is not satisfied he can withdraw and get 
his meal elsewhere. If, on the other hand, the 
prices are before him and he makes his order 
with a knowledge of them he has no right to 
confplain. In the meantime visitors should 
patronize no restaurant which does not pro- 
vide them with an itemized and priced bill of 
fare, so that they may know exactly what their 


lunch is costing them. It may be the practice 


in Paris restaurants and English White Horse 
Inns to charge twice or three times what a 
_thing is worth and then to add on another 
charge for the use of plates, table, and table- 
ware, but it is not an American practice and 
it should not be tolerated another day. 

Tux Tersune proposes to keep up the fight 
on these rapacious restaurateurs until the evil 
is remedied. [f it is not’ remedied it will in- 
crease, and when ¢rowds are pouring in here 
in June and July it will reachsuch dimensions 
as to become a public scandal. The time to 
stop itisnow. Hititon the head before it 
‘gets beyond control. The public may under- 
stand that the columns of Taz Tarsunz are 
open to every man ‘and woman who is 
swindled in these restaurants or anywhere else 
on the Fair grounds. It will take the side of 
the people in this matter and do ali in its 
power to protect them from extortion, abuse, 
ot insolence of any kind, and it wili expose 
every such case that comes to its notice. This 
much is dye to the people, and it is due to the 
Pair also. Itis no act of friendliness to the 
Fair to suppress such cases. A due regard to 
its success and to the good name of Chicago 
requires that evils of the kind mentioned 
aboveshould be exposed and stamped out. If 
they are not the Fair will suffer. There are 
plenty of hostile ctitics waiting for just such 
opportunities to attack 1t. The way to avoid 
such assault is to stop the evils before they 
get headway. 


T0 GIVE CHICAGO WOMEN A VOTE. 

One of the Cook County members has in- 
troduced a bill which has met with the favor 
of the House Committee on Education. It is 
designed to deprive the Mayor of Chigago of 
the power of selecting the members of the 
Board of Education and to provide for their 
election immediately by the people. The bill 
says that the board shall be made up of twenty- 
one members and a President, tne latter to be 
elected annually and the former to have three- 
year terms. 

Some persons think that the object of this 
measure is to give the “ boys” a chance, 
The School Board has the handling of over 
$6,000,000. If the disbursing of that much 
money were intrusted to those persons whom 
popular suffrage often send to the Council and 
the County Board there would be a chance for 
fat pickimgs. The Board of Education has 
been charged often with foolish or weak acts, 
but rarely with dishonesty, and it never has 
become a political institution. There are 
those, however, who would like to have it re- 
organized on a political basis,so that the 
teachers might ,be appointed on the recom- 
mendation of ward politicians, and that 
school lots might be bought and school houses 
built and furnished in accorcance with Tam- 
many methods, 

It would not be fair to assume, however,

CAUSE OF FINANCIAL STRINGENCY. 

The great weakness in the market for 
securities started among what are often called 
“ the industrials,” that is, the trusts, but ex- 
tended to other stocks and has included some 
of those least open to suspicion of being 
worth less than they have sold for recently. 
While the trusts are distrusted the weakness 
otherwise appears to be.solely due to a press- 
ure to realize, the money being wanted more 
than the property. That some of this 
“throwing” is done for capitalists abroad, 
who desire to get out while the silver dollar is 
stili at par, may not be denied, but probably 
the greater portion of the selling is for home 
parties who are “called” on to pay up on 
loans or other indebtedness and cannot com- 
ply without selling their holdings of “ securi- 
ties.” 

The obvious explanation of this fact is that 
“ money is tight,”’ and more so in the West 
than in New York. But except the recent ex- 
ports of gold, which are exceedingly small in 
comparison with the total volume of money 
in circulation, there is just as much money 
now in the eethtry as before. So we must 
look a little further for the real cause of the 
trouble. It jis to be found in the shrinkage of 
credit which has follo ved the insane efforts of 
the free silver coinage advocates to reduce the 
currency to a two-thirds basis and in the as- 
surance recently given that the United States 
Senate is by a decided majority against the re- 
peal of the silver purchasing clause in the 
Sherman law of July 14, 1890. fhe volume 
of credit is vastly larger than that of the cur- 
rency on which it is based. This fact 
has been ignored studiously by the free silver 
advocates, but it is now about to force itself 
om their attention. Already the men who 
need money capital for the operation of their 
business are beginning to see it. They under- 
stand that a reduction of the currency to the 
two-thirds basis, which must be the rule if the 
silver ptessure be kept up much longer, would 
involve a shrinkage of at least ten billions of 
dollars in tne volume of cash and credits avail- 
able for business purposes, and the result of 
this conviction is atightening of the purse- 
strings by the men who have control of the 
capital, as they see credit will be worth more 
in propor tion to its scarcity in case the silver 
men succeed in carrying their suicidal point. 
Hence the contraction of credit that must 
ensue from the success is being exhibited on 
the mere threat of it, as capital is always 
ready to retire at a menace of its loss. 

It is hardly probable those who have been 
clamoring for “ cheap money” in the shape 
of dollars three of which would be requirea 
to pay for what two dollars will buy today 
will get their wish. The opposite result is 
to be expected, and it looks as if they would 
have to pass through a season of stringency 
due to the fear of the contraction which must 
follow a granting of their demand. Perhaps, 
if they cannot be brought to reason in any 
other way, it will be necessary for them and 
the country to suffer the penalty of their rash 
folly. That penalty is a sharp contraction in 
the volume of credit, a necessary corresponding 
shrinkage in the amount of business done 
in city and country, consequent idleness 
of vast numbers of workers, a scarcity of 
ready cash among those who are fortunate 
enough to find employment at reduced wages, 
and general “hard times,” such as have not 
been experienced in this country in the pres- 
ent generation. Ail this iw the inevitable 
sequel to such an unsettling of confidence in 
the validity of the currency as is implied in 
the work of the men who are so foolish as to 
suppose money can be made valuable by ren- 
dering it dirt cheap, and that the average citi- 
zen will part with anything he may have to 
sell without reference to the purchasing value 
of the money he is offered in exchange for it. 
If the country escapes this dire infliction it 
must be by virtue of a speedy assurance that 
the buying value of the dollar is not fnuch 
longer to be imperiled by continuing to fol- 
low out the silly policy of trying to hold up 
silver to a point impossibie to be maintained 
under present conditions of actual cost. and 
supply. 


PARADES AT THE EXPOSITION. 

It is stated that Mr, Burnham, the Chief of 
Construction, 1s opposed to processions on the 
Pair grounds. His objection will be over. 
ruled, and had he had a littie more time for 
reflection he would not have taken the poni- 
tion he has, which, were he sustained in it, 
would interfere with the plans of the repre- 
sentatives of many foreign governments who 
wish to have parades and processions whon 
their buildings are dedicated. The Norwegian 
Commissioner would like to have one on the 
17th of this month, when his building is to be 
thrown open to the publis, There are a great 
many Norwegians in Chieago. If they knew 
that there were to be any specially attractive 
and imposing ceremonies connected with the 
opening of the building in which they take a 


| peculiar interest they would attend the Fair in 


a body.

been through several election contests in Chi- 
cago and must, as all candidates do, have 
visited a great number of saloons.

Nothing the papers may say can remove the 
impression created by this positive statement 
of the Mayor. Those individuals who have 
read and believed the malicious stories of 
some papers that the drinking water of this 
city was not good have consoled themselves 
with the reflection that the whisky at least was 
unimpeachable and hence that they could 
make with safety a visit of a few weeks. Not 
even the New York Sun, implacable enemy of 
Chicago, has intimated that its cocktails were 
not t> be depended on, That which it did not 
venture to say the Mayor,has not hesitated to 
prociaim. 

Perhaps he is right about it, but, if so, why 
not keep the secret to himself? It is not al- 
ways necessary to tell unpleasant truths, es- 
pecially when they will interfere with trade. 
The saloonkeepers voted for Mr, Harrison anda 
now he tells the world to keep out of their 
places, for they sell whisky which kills at a 
very long distance. This will be the ruin of 
their trade: Every gentleman who comes 
from Kentucky will bring his jug with him. 
Ward McAllister will fina in the Mayor’s 
statement further evidence of the social back- 
wardness of this city, and will bring his own 
bottle or flask. It may be that those persons 
the quality of whose wet goods has been at- 
tacked by the Mayor will think it advisable 
to hold a mass-meeting and pass resolutions 
telling outsiders that Mr. Harrison 1% much 
mistaken and that the whisky of Chicago is 
the mild and harmless species of that Ame;i- 
can beverage. 

Personally this paper is.not interested. It 
is not a consumer of whisky and wishes that 
others were not. Butif the Mayor begins at- 
tacking Chicago commodities. where will he 
end? He may take if into his head in a day 
or so to declare that the meat consumed here 
is not good or that there are no first-class ser- 
mons preached here, which would keep away 
a great many people. might even go so far 
as to say that the streets were not clean and that 
there was a good deal of smoke in the air. The 
duty of the Mayor is to say nothing which will 
give one a bad impression of Chicago, its peo- 
ple, or what they have to sell. 


BREAKING DOWN TRUSTS. 

The white lead manufacturers, hitherto out- 
side of the lead trust, seem to have resolved to 
fight fire with fire, and they will be assisted 
by several paint manufacturers. A syndicate 
representing a capital of more than $1,000,000 
is in course of organization, undismayed by 
the pressure being brought to bear on Attor- 
ney-General Olney to fight all trusts with 
to2th and nail. Already it has done valuable 
work in unearthing interesting facts 
which previously have been guessed 
towards rather than guessed at by 
outsiders. The National Lead trust, 
which these gentlemen are about to fight, 
owns or controls plants “ valued ” at $22,915,- 
971, while their actual selling value is esti- 
mated to be only $1,689,978, or little more 
than 7 per cent. . ‘[he cash, bills receivable, 
and material on hand, less the current liabil- 
ities, raised the total of actual assets last 
March to $7,760,000, ‘against which stock to 
the amount of $30,000,000 has been issued, 
three-fourths of which is “ water.”’ The av- 
erage selling price of the watered stock is re- 
ported at $61 per share, which is two and a 
half times the actual value as measured by 
the amount obtainable for the assets if they 
were placed on sale itthe vpen niarket. 

Statistics such as these invite opposition, 
and it is no wonder that it has been resolved 
upon for the lead trust. The knowledge that 
such enormous profits are being realized stim- 
ulates other capitalists to try to get a share of 
the “ plunder” the monopolists are taking out 
of the public. The whisky men havé been 
threatened with a similar invasion of their 
privacy, and it now tooks as if they will not 
much longer be able to retain control of the 
trade. The experience of the Pennsylvania 
Steel company teaches that lesson, with the 
additional one that the exacting of unnecessar- 
ily large profits may result in reducing the 
consumption so much as to cause the monopoly 
to fall to pieces. For two years or more the 
works at Sparrow's Point netted a clear profit 
of $8 on every ton of stecl rails produced 
there. The first year the combination was in 
existence the railroads of the country reduced 
their consum ption 600,000 tons, and they are 
reported to have taken even less last year, the 
restricted buying in the last few months being 
favored by Democratic promises of a change 
in the tariff, which has not yet been made and 
may not be made for a iong tame to come. 

Facts like these lend support to the conclusion 
long since formulated by close thinkers, that 
the trusts are doomed to go to pieces, break- 
ing up of their own weight, even if not sup- 
pressed by the strong arm of the law. The 
capital outside a trust is greater than that in- 
side.any one such combination, and is always 
ready to compete with it when a good oppor- 
tunity fur making an extra profit: by such 
competition seems to be presented, while 
an unnecessary elevation of prices tends 
to divert consumption into other chan- 
nels. But it is none the less the 
duty of our lawmakers and law officials to use 
their utmost endeavors to facilitate the break-

Instead of allowing 
it to occupy the most conspicueus place in the 
city, why not remove it to some secluded 
spot in one of the parks where it will not 
force itself upun the eyes of thousands of peo- 
ple every day? What are the Art Institute 
people thinking about that’ they do not take 
some action in the premises? Do they not 
know that it is in violation of ali the princi- 
ples of art taught in their schools? Do they 
not fear that their own gods and goddesses 
some night may come down from their ped. 
estals, swarm out of the building, swoop down 
upon that Colambua, and rend him limb from. 
limb? If he is to remain there, however, then 
let there be a commission of art experts ap- 
pointed by the city whch shall have final au- 
thority to receive or reject statues in future. 
We are making a bad beginning. If we keep 
on this way we shall be as badly off as New 
York and Buston before long. 


A BOORISH FREE SILVER GOVERNOR. 

The people of Oregou are unfortunate in 
their Governor. There is no other State in 
the Union with as boorish an. executive. He 
was asked by Secretary Gresham on behalf of 
the President to see that the Chinese suffered 
no violence in Oregon when it was known 
that the exclusion act would not be enforced 
at once. It may be that the President's fears 
were not warranted, Yet in view of what hap- 
pened not long ago at New Orleans, and of the 
mobs which have murdered Chinese in some 
Western States, precautionary measures were 
not improper. The reply of the Governor 
was: “I will attena to my business; let the 
President attend to his.” Whether there is 
likelihood of trouble in Oregon or not the re- 
ply of the Governor was such as no decent 
man would havé made, and it is to be hoped 
that the people of his State will let it be 
known that they think so. | 

This is not Gov. Pennoyer’s first offense 
against the common courtesies of life. When 
President Harrison was in California Pen- 
noyer was invited to cross the State line to see 
him, His uncivi wer was that if the Pres- 
ident wanted to mvtt him he could doso by 
going over into Oregon. Were he younger a 
good spanking might teach him how to be- 
have toward his betters. Probably he. is toa 
old now to learn the conduct of a gentleman. 

The insulting replies of the Governor to this 
invitation and to the courteous and perfectly 
proper telegram of Secretary Gresham were 


‘not prompted by any spirit of devotion to 


State’s rights or a foolish desire to uphold the 
dignity of a Governor. The trouble with the 
Oregonian is that he is a bigoted, free coinage 
crank. Neither ex-President Harrison nor 
President Cleveland has the least sympathy 
with his economic follies. Therefore he looks: 
on both of them in the light of enemies. He 
is eager to snatch at a chance to attempt to 
insult a man who believesin an honest cur- 
rency and is not in favor of debtors swindhng 
creditors out of a third of what they owe. lf 
Weaver or Biand or Stewart were President 
Pennoyer would not be offended by a peremp- 
tory telegram ordering him to preserve the 
peace in his State.
